DNR and National Guard Agree 
On Kirtland’s Warbler Area 


LANSING — The Department 
of Natural Resources has an- 
nounced that, as a result of 
negotiations with the Depart- 
ment of Military Affairs, the 
original closure order affecting 
the National Guard Tank Range 
and the Kirtland’s Warbler re- 
stricted area near Grayling has 
been somewhat modified. 

Earlier this year, the DNR had 
clased 2,840 acres af land in the 
sam because Kirtland’s Warb- 
lev, a Nationally recognized en- 
dangered species, were nesting 
there. 

The period of the closure was 
also extended this year because 
state and federal ornithologists 
found that the bird often nests 
twice, once early in the summer 
and again in late July. These 
steps Created conflict with 
planned military training man- 
euvers. 

Under the agreement worked 
out in cooperation with the 
Department of Military Affairs, 
the property which is closed to 
National Guard maneuvers has 
been reduced by approximately 
1,000 acres to 2,800. Spring 
nesting surveys allowed the 
DNR to reduce the size of the 
closed area.

The use of “green boxes” for refuse pickup may 
have to be sharply curtailed uniess curreni abuse of the 
box system is halted, Grayling Township Supervisor 
Bernard J. Fowler has announced. 

Fowler told members of the Lake Margrethe and 
AuSable River Property Owners’ Associations at 
separate meetings July 5 that the “green box” pickup 
points were intended for norma! family refuse only, 
bagged for easy transfer by contractors to the county 
landfill in Maple Forest Township. 

However, he said, the sites have become dumping 
points for items that should be hauled directly to the 


land-fill, including brush 


and lawn-clippings, auto 


parts and tires, scrap building materials and other 


heavy trash. 


Users hauling their own heavy trash can reach the 
county land-fill site by taking County Road 612 east 
from Frederic for four and one-half miles, to Sherman 
Road, the first paved road to the feft, then north on 
Sherman Road about four miles. 


Grayling Housing Commission 
To Receive $60,000 Grant 


WASHINGTON—Two grants for upgrading public 
housing in Northern Michigan were awarded recently, 
Congressman Philip E. Ruppe, R-1tth District, and 
U.S. Senator Robert P. Griffin, R-Michigan, announced 


today. 


In the Upper Peninsula, a $56,000 grant was 
awarded to the Menominee Housing Commission to 
upgrade its 123 unit nousing compiex. in i875, ihe 
Commission was awarded a $31,400 grant from the 
Department of Housing and Urban Development (HUD) 
to provide fire protection for the building. 

Ruppe and Griffin said that HUD had also awarded 
a $60,000 grant to the Grayling Housing Commission 


to improve the dwelling structure and upgrade the 


housing complex operated for low income citizens. The 
Commission maintains a 70 unit housing complex. 
“Many of us have seen public housing deteriorate 
rapidly when left without adequate repair,” Ruppe and 
Griffin said in a joint statement, “for this reason, we 


are pleased that HUD

commissions are taking action now to prevent blight in 


the years ahead.”

Lansing Report

TOWARD FAIRER 
PROPERTY TAX 

The House has now passed 
and sent to the Senate a bill 
which would permit equaliza- 
tion of reas and personal 
property by classes, “and in 
doing so would make property 
taxation fairer around the state. 

1 want to point out that this 
bill does not provide for a tax 
increase, only for a change in 
the manner of tax equatization 
within a county. 

As things stand now, Michj- 


gan statutes provide that prop- . 
eriy shall be assessed at §0 - 


percent of true cash value. 
When local. property assess- 
ments are found to be under 50 
percent, the county must multi- 
ply them by a factor (such as 
1.75) in order to increase them 
to the required evel. 

However, 
certain types of property - such 
as agricuitural, industrial or 
residential - are traditionally 
under or over-assessed. To 
under-assess- 
ment, the equalization factor is 
applied to all types of property. 

Thus a property owner who 
was originally assessed at or 
near the 50 percent ievel may 
end up paying more than his fair 
share in taxes because of 
under-assessments elsewhere. 

This bill, HB 4069, would 
divide reat property into class- 
es: agricultural, residential im- 
proved, residential vacant, com- 
mercial, industrial and timber 
cut - over, Personal property 
would be defined as agricul- 
tural, residential, commercial, 
industrial or utility. Equaliza- 
tion would then be considered 
by classes rather than on an 
overall basis. 

While this would not correct 
inequities within a class, and 
while it would ¢ »bably create 
some more work for local 
assessors and jor tire Siaie Tax 
Tribunal through appeals, | 
believe it is definitely a step in 
the right direction. In these 
times of rising cosis every- 
where, | think it’s important that 
no one have to pay more - or 
less - than his fair share of 
property taxes.

Freedoms Are Still Being Won

July four s2emed tke a good time to reflect upon our freedoms 
won 200 years ago. All the freedoms we have today were not won 
200 years ago. 

When the constitution of these United States was ratified in 
1789 the cnly people that could vote were a few white property 
awning mate citizens: Slavery was condanned. WE have gained 
many more freedoms since then. We are still gaining new treedoms 
today. 

The first amendments to the constitution came only two years 
later in form of the Bill of Rights. These amendments guaranteed 
the freedom of religion and the treedom of speech. 

Slavery was not abotished until the thirteenth amendment to 
the constitution was ratified in 1865. Following the thirteenth 
amendment by five years was the fifteenth amendment which gave 
black men the right to vote. 

Women of this country were denied the right to vote until the 
nineteenth amendment was added to the constitution in 1920. 
Thus. one more step in the evolutionary process had been taken. 
The American democracy came closer to becoming “a state in 
which all persons had a sense of membership and participation”, 
advocated by Rousseau. 

In 1972 the vote was given to those eighteen years of age. This 
was followed by the end ot military draft. This was a new freedom 
for those men as they reached the age of 18. 

A new freedom of choice was given women recently which left 
the decision up to them wnetier or noi io uatry 4 fetus to ful term 
of birth. In the freedom to abort as in many cases Of new freedoms 
won, everyone is not in agreement. 

What new freedoms are there to win? The authors of “The 
Honest Politicians Guide to Crime Control”, advocate a stop to 
outlawing sin 

They propose that public drunkenness cease to be a crime. 
Neither the acquisition, purchase, posession nor use of any drug 
would be a crime under their proposal. They say where the supply 
of goods or service is concerned, such as narcotics. gambiing and 
prostitution. the criminal law operates as a “crime iariff”. !! makes 
the supply of such goods and services profitable for the criminal by 
driving up prices and discouraging competition by those who might 
enter the market were it legal. This leads to the development of 
criminal organization to finance and promote other criminal 
activity, according to the author. 

They are saying in part. if a drug addict couid obtain the 
maintainence drug through a doctor's prescription they would not 
need to resort to Crimes to get enough money to buy the drugs on 
the criminal market. Thus reduce the crime rate. There would be 
less incentive for criminals to get people ‘hooked on drugs. Like 
many freedoms that have been won over the years, there are many 
who fear the consequences of the change, therefore have fervently 
opposed any change that might bring new freedoms. 

How do you feel? Do we need more freedom? Have too many 
freedoms been taken away in other ways?

Medical Student 
Serving Under 
Local Doctor 


EAST LANSING, Mich. — 
The day-to-day world of pa- 
tients’ health problems seen by 
a Grayling family doctor Is 
being experlenced first hand 
this summer by an M.D. student 
from Michigan State University. 

Working with Or. Donald D. 
Burkley from June 9 to August 
15, medical student Charles 
Langdon of MSU's College of 
Human Medicine is getting an 
inside view of the kind of life jed 
by today’s medical practitioner. 

Both are participants in the 
statewide Cooperative Michigan 
Primary Care Preceptorship Pro- 
gram, the nation’s largest of- 
fice-based educational program 
for medical students. 

Throughout the state, more 
than 270 physicians have volun- 
teered as preceptors (teachers) 
for more than 599 medical stu- 
dents from Michigan State Uni- 
versity, University of Michigan 
and Wayne State University. 

The three medical schools 
jointly sponsor the program 
funded by the National Insti- 
tutes of Health, Depariment of 
Health, Education of Welfare. 

Although individual arrange- 


rship programs 
are organized to enable ample 
learning about the true nature of 
personalized, continuous com- 
prehensive primary health care 
and how it is provided. 

For Dr. Burkley’s young col- 
league from MSU, sharing the 
doctor's workdays means he is 
helping interview patients, tak- 
ing health histories, assisting in 
physical examinations, learning 
about ordering appropriate lab- 
oratory tests, and gaining in- 
sight inio Gecision - making in 
determining patient care. 

$n September, medical stu- 
dent Langdon - whose home- 
town is East Lansing - wilt 
hegin his second year at the 
MSU College of Human Medi- 
cine, 

His early academic work 
aiteady itas inciuded asic pro- 
grams in the doctor/patient 
relationship, clinical skills, phy- 
sical examinations, and indepth 
studies in the problems of chest 
pains, sore throat, headaches, 
and abdominal distress. 

Working and studying medi- 
cine in Grayling is one of 
Langdon's earliest community 
experiences, but not his last - 
M.0. students at MSU receive at 
least two years of their clinical 
training in community hospitals 
located in one of the univer- 
sity's five medical campuses in 
Flint, Grand Rapids, Kalama- 
zoo, Lansing and Saginaw. 

Under the guidance of Or. 
Burkley, he also is learning 
about health related services 
offered by various agencies and 
institutions serving the Grayling 
area. 

Now beginning its fourth 
year, ihe Cooperative Michigan 
Primary Care Preceptorship Pro- 
gram includes continuing edu- 
cation workshops for the doc- 
tor-teachers; detalied evalua- 
tions of the entire experience 
from the M.D. and student 
viewpoints, and student de- 
briefing to enhance planning for 
future training. 

Reports from earlier precep- 
torsnip programs listed some of 
the rewards of providing pri- 
mary care as “working with 
families”.- “helping with wide 
varieties of problems” and “es- 
tablishing close relationships 
with people.” 

The project's steering com- 
mittee includes medical faculty 
and student representatives and 
members from the Michigan 
Academy of Family physicians, 
Michigan Academy of Pedia- 
trics, and the American College 
of Physicians.

column to look at the Church in 
the New Testament. The word 
church is used 115 times in the 
New Testament and over 100 
times it refers to the local 
assembly of believers. There are 
a few references to church in 
the New Testament which refer 
to all believers in the body of 
Christ. We call this the universal 
church because it includes all 
born-again: believers both dead 
and alive between Pentecost 
and the rapture. 

To be in the universal church 
-which is the body of Christ, we 
must be born-again of the Holy 
Spizit and baptized by the Holy 
Spirit into the Body of Christ. 
“For as the body is one, and 
hath many members, and all the 
members of that one body, 
being many, are one body: so 
also is Christ. For by one Spirit 
are we all baptized into one 
body. whether we be Jews or 
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THE BIBLE SPEAKS 


‘From Calvary Baptist Church 
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Gentiles, whether we be bond or 
free; and have been all made to 
drink into one Spirit.” | Cor 
12:12,13. 

Every Christian who is born- 
again by faith in Jesus Christ is 
automatically baptized by the 
Holy Spirit into the invisible or 
universal church which is the 
body of Christ. However, the 
invisibie church is oniy made 
manifest by our identification 
“with the local church. As God 
automatically placed us in the 
invisible body of Christ al sal- 
vation, so also we should desire 
to identity with a visible body of 
Christ in the Jocal church. Just 
as we are baptized into the body 
of Christ by the Holy Spirit, 
even $6, a person should be 
baptized in water and identified 
with a local body of believers. 

Since God spent 10 times 
more space dealing with the 
local church in the Bible than 
He did the invisible church, that 
should be where our stress is 
also. It is our position in the 
invisible church which qualifies 
us for membership and service 
within the visible local church, 
Our first desire should be for 
salvation in the invisible body of 
Christ, and our second desire 
should be for service in the 
visible body of Christ, the local 
church. Next week we shal! 
study the nature of the local 
New Testament Church. (adv.)

Deer Regulations 
Approved By NRC 


LANSING — At its June 
meeting in Lansing, the Natural 
Resources Commission, policy- 

- Making board for the Michigan 
Department of Natural Resourc- 
es, approved the DNR's recom- 


| mendations for hunting and 


irapping seasons. 

Along with an increased take 
of deer, tie recommendations 
include a divided season for 
antleriess deer in the Lower 
Peninsula during the state-wide 
November 15 - 30 regular buck 
season. 

According to Merrill “Pete” 
Petoskey, Wildlife Div. Chief, 
the expanded arrangements for 
antlerless deer have been estab- 
lished to “be as liberal as 
necessary in northern areas 
where hunter pressures are 
lower and deer range problems 
more common, to permit local 
hunters to have the best pos- 
sible chance to obtain permits 
in the annual drawing, and to 
distribute hunters through the 
season in various parts of the 
state." 

Endorsed by the Commission 
was a 16 - dav antlerlass season 
to run concurrently with the 
buck season in the northern 
{ ower Peninsula north of M-72. 
The antlerless hunting would be 
limited to areas in the tradi- 
tional “Club Country” near 
Alpena as well as south of 
Charlevoix. 

An antleriess deer season 
running the last seven days of 


the regular buck season (Nov. . 


24-30) would be in effect if 
certain designated areas south 
of M-72. 

During the first seven days of 
the regular season (Nov. 15-21), 
antlerless deer would be legal 
targets in the southern Lower 
Peninsula areas. This season 
would occur when hunters

Low Cost Vets 
Life Insurance 


A tow cost life insurance is 
available to veterans who were 
released from service on or after 
April 3, 1970 and betore August 
1, 1974. This insurance, known 
as VGLI (Veterans Group Life 
Insurance) is available to vet- 
erans who did not convert their 
SGLI (Servicemen's Group Life 
Insurance) within the customary 
120 days after separation. 

VGLI is a nonrenewable term 
insurance. It is issued in 
amounts of $20,000, $15,000, 
$10,000. or $5,000’ (less any 
amount previously converted to 
an individual policy) and can 
not be purchased in an amount 
in excess of the amount of SGLI 
heid at the time of separation. 

Persons wilt be insured for a 
period of 60 months, less the 
time elapsed between the ter- 
mination of the applicant's SGLI 
coverage and August 1, 1974. 
For example, if a veteran was 
separated on January 1, 1973 
and had SGL! in force. the 
coverage would have ended on 
May 1, 1973. The period from 
May 1, 1973 to August 1, 1974 is 
15 months. The 15 months sub- 
tracted from 60 months would 
give the applicant 45 months of 
VGLI coverage. Those who pur- 
chase this insurance will restore 
their eligibility to convert to an 
individual policy with a parti- 
cipating commercial insurance 
company at standard rates 
regardless of their health or 
physical condition at the ex- 
piration of this coverage. 

To be granted this insurance, 
you must be in good health. All 
service - connected disabilities 
will be waived. For those age 34 
and under, monthly premium 
rates are 85 cents for $5,000, 
$1.70 for $10,000, $2.55 for 
$15,000, and $3.40 for $20,000. 
For those age 35 and over, the 
monthty premium rate is dowb- 
le. Application and the first 
premium must be submitted 
before August 2, 1975.

On one side was the cry that “full- 
time adequately paid members of the 
Legislature would be able to divest 
themselves of all outside vested 
interests and outside employment,” 
and thus provide better government 
jor the peaple. 

On the other—and more publicly 
popular-side were the opponents to 
more legislative pay in Hawaii. Said 
one wiiness: “Any man who repre- 
sents the people...they’re our ser- 
vants and not our masters...See that 
they don’t get more money that what 
they are getting.” ; 

Hawaii also is having problems 
with unemployment compensation 
laws. The sides once more are 
familiar: There’s the business side, 
which argues that higher rates will 
penalize job producers; and there’s 
the union side, which claims that 
higher and broader unemployment 
pay schedules are necessary. 

Ah, it's alf so familiar, isn’t it?

particular day centered on the state 
senate passing a Dill to end the 
closed primary. 

According to the Tribune: “The 
measure is intended to prevent 
persons from voting in a primary 
unless they are willing to -declare 
themselves as party members at least 
29 days before the election. This is to 
prevent independents or members of 


one party from choosing candidates 


of the other party.” 

Does that sound familiar to you 
Michigan readers, too? It should; the 
same argument is going on right now 
in Lansing. And again, the arguments 
could be transplanted irom Spring- 
field to Lansing, and back again, 
without fosing a single beat. 

Opponents in Illinois argue {ac- 
cording to The Tribune; that the 
closed primary wouid spell the end o 
the Republican party and the two- 
party system, and what is needed is 
“a policy of invitation” rather than a 
ciosed door. 

The biil's supporters counter that 
the closed primary is “needed to 
strengthen and oreserve the two- 
party system; and that without a 
change, “fly-by-nights will contro! 
the two-party system.” 


Of course, in Michigan {and } 
presume in Illinois, too) the real 
reason for the push behind the closed 
primary bill is to prevent George 
Wallace or someone wiih Siititay 
off-party appeal from capturing the 
state's delegation. 

Then in fllinois, there's the legis- 
lative pension controversy. in Spring- 
field, the question is whether to 
permit the governor, and five other 
statewide elected executives to trans- 
fer into the legistative pension sys- 
tem—which in Illinois, as in Michi- 
gan, apparently is quifé a swéet pot. 

Governor Dan Walker is publicly 
opposed to the pension switch, but 
most of the other Illinois elected 
officials reportediy were activety 
working for it. 

So, no matter where you travel in 
this country, politicians and public 
problems have a familiar ring. 

Maybe that's why | don't read 
outside newspapers any more.

—the Alibi Scheme. 

The Alibi Scheme was formulated 
at the close of World War 2 by about 
iG young Catholic veicrans who had 
trouble getting to Mass on Sundays. 
Please recall that this was 30 years 


-ago when it was still a mortal sin to

Michigan Is First In 
Production of Some Foods 


by Willard Bosserman 

County Extension Director 

Michigan is number one in 
the production of edible dry 
beans. !n the 1920's the U.S. 
was the largest importer of dry 
beans. Today the reverse is true 
with out country the largest 
exporter of dry edible beans 
grown in this country, 99% are 
from 600,000 acres in the 
Saginaw Valley and Thumb 
area. In 1974, the state's 720 
miltion pound crop was valued 
at $126,000,000. 

Cherry production is first 
piace in the whole country, 
according to the Michigan Ce- 
partment of Agriculture. For 
years Michigan has ranked first 
in red tart cherries, producing 
far more than any other state. In 
1974 Michigan orchardists grew 
76.7% of all U.S. red tart 
cherries with $8,000 tons. Mich- 
igan's Excelfent soil and climate 
conditions along Lake Michi- 
gan's shore encourage thou- 
sands of beautiful cherry or- 
Chards, as well as many other 
fruits. 

Michigan's heaviest cherry 
producing counties are Lee- 
lanau, Grand Traverse, Oceana 
and Berrien. The total vaiue of 
the tart cherry crop for 1974 was 
36 million dollars. 

Michigan ranks first in the 
production of cucumbers. The 
1973 crop was the biggest ever, 
and yet 1974 beat even that 
record. The total value of the 
cucumber crop for 1974 was 
over 14 million doltars. Pickle 
growing used to be acrop where 
farm children could earn a few 
dollars by growing two or three 
acres of cucumbers, but no 
more. Like most of agriculture, 
pickle growing is mechanized 
and done on a large scale. 

Michigan is sixth in the 
nation among milk producing 
states. With part of the milk, 
Michigan produces 36,455,000 
gallons of ice cream. 

Wheat is a crop that we can 
grow in ine CGrawiuid - Rus- 
common County area. Michigan 
ranks first in the production of 
soft white winter wheat. 

Although Michigan ranks only 
fourth in the production of 
wine, the industry is growing. 
Eight wineries, are located in 
southwestern Michigan and one 
in the Detroit area. There is talk 
of developing a winery in the 
Grand Traverse area. The grow- 
ing of a Claifornia type grade is 
being encouraged. 

B. Dale Ball, Director of the 
Michigan Department of Agri- 
culture says, “As this nation 
prepares to celebrate the 200th 
anniversary of the American

Revolution, we need to recog- 
nize that the success of our 
struggle for independence was 
largely dependent upon our 
ability to feed and clothe our- 
selves.”

When your car starts to sputter and balk you take it 
to the garage down the road and ask for a tune-up. But 
what do you do with a 50-ton tank powered by a 
12-c¥linder, 850 horsepower engine that needs a tune 
up? 

If you're in the Michigan Army National Guard, you 
turn to the Annual! Training Equipment Pool (ATEP) in 
Camp Grayling for help. Mechanics at the cavernous 
facility, supervised by LTC David Hanson, service 
everything from tanks to trucks to self-propelled 
Howitzers. 

To handle the mammoth machines, the garage 
was built with 18-foot-high doors and a 16-inch 
concrete floor. 

Over 3,500 parts are stored at ATEP. Other parts, 
no longer stocked by the military, are produced from 
scratch in a fully equioped machine shop. 

The 78 fulltime employees working at ATEP, most 
of whom live in the Grayling area, are members of the 
1438 Engineer Detachment. 

About 3.600 Guardsmen and individual Reservists 
from Michigan, Ohio. and Missouri will depend on 
ATEP during the current two-week annual training 
session.

of the DNR. 

“We greatly appreciate the 
cooperation of the Department 
of Military Affairs in working 
out this solution,” Tanner add- 
ed. “It allows Michigan to 
demonstrate its responsibility 
at the state level toward the 
preservation of a nationally 
recognized endangered spe- 
cies.” 

According to the National 
Guard, these restrictions will 
sharply curtail tank training in 
the area, but the modified order 
will be complied with because 
of the critical state of the 
warbler population. 

In the future, DNR foresters 
and National Guard training 
specialists will work together 
on land management plans to 
provide’ aUequais idm 
facilities within the Grayling 
Military Reservation.
